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The Birth of The Christian 


REVEREND E. P. WAHL 


Who planted the seed that grew and developed into The Christian 
Training Institute may never be fully known. What action was it that 
gave birth to our Bible School only eternity will fully reveal. Our pioneer 
missionaries and pastors were often burdened with the potentialities 
lying dormant in the many children of the earlier settlers of the Western- 
Provinces of Canada. Clearing land, cutting down brush, picking stones, 
breaking up soil, building sod and log huts with their parents was their 
first and heavy duty. Yet parents and children longed for the day when 
talents might be developed and more schooling obtained and greater 
service rendered in and through the church by the children. All this and 
more led to this institution of learning. 

We hail the day when our hopes and prayers for a Bible School 
solely belonging and operated by the North American Baptist General 
Conference became a reality. Though we be ignorant of its birth and 
parentage it suffices to know it lives and blesses. Longfellow’s words: 
“Noble by birth, yet nobler by great deeds” shall ever be spoken of our 
Christian Training Institute! 

When in the summer of 1938 the Alberta Association appointed a 
Bible School planning committee things began to take shape and by 
the spring of 1939 the unexpected started to happen. Young and old 
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Training Institute 


joined hands with great enthusiasm 
and under its leaders declared them¬ 
selves ready to realize a dream of 
long standing. From the city of 
Edmonton, lots situated pretty much 
on the south border of the city were 
purchased for the price of $150 and 
less a lot. Today, those same lots 
would sell for $4,000 a piece. 

Money to erect the school building needed was not immediately 
available. However, “Where there is a will there is a way”. We pooled 
our strength, money, labour, food and time .and God graciously blessed 
the feeble efforts. Only two carpenters, Mr. J. J. Ohlmann and Mr. 
Jonathan Hiller, were hired, receiving the lowest wage paid at the 
time. Devotedly they worked and directed the workers. A double garage 
was the first building to be erected. The same served as kitchen and 
dining room for the volunteer helpers that came from as far as 400 
miles to “lend a hand”. A vacant store building was rented which served 
as sleeping quarters. Farm produce was freely donated to load the 
tables with nourishing food three times a day. Yes, even a cow 
was loaned by one of our farmers. Thus all the milk and cream needed 
was supplied. Young and old, men and women, gave freely of their 
strength, time and money and by the end of the year the building was 
far enough advanced to open our first school year at C.T.I. Thousands 
of dollars had been contributed as free labour. 

More sacrifices had to be made. There was no money to pay the 
matron, kitchen help, or part time instructors. Our first lady teacher, 
giving her full time to the work, received $10 a month plus room and 
board. Not only the furniture and library of the president was given 
for free use by the school but his entire family lived and worked freely 
as was the need. 

God failed not to bless the offerings. Streams of blessings started 
flowing from the school the lives of the students and are still flowing 
in to many parts of the world today because of the ministry of The 
Christian Training Institute. Yes, God is faithful and fulfills His 
promises: “Bring ye all the tithes into the storehouse, that there may 
be meat in mine house, and prove me now herewith, saith the Lord 
of hosts, if I will not open you the windows of heaven, and pour you 
out a blessing, that there shall not be room to receive it.”

Now we pray that the Lord may grant 
us grace, wisdom and strength to attain to the goal of lifting up the 
Lord’s Anointed and accomplish the work intrusted unto us by the 
Lord and our beloved Denomination. 

The adding of a pastoral training department to the ministry of 
our school has given us added work but also enlarged our usefulness 
and service to the Denomination and the Kingdom of God.

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GENERAL INFORMATION 


Objectives 

The Christian Training Institute of the North American Baptist General Conference 
offers high school, Bible school, and Bible College training. Besides offering excellent 
educational opportunities, the school gives its students spiritual guidance, missionary vision, 
and numerous opportunities for Christian service. 


The Bible College Course 

The Christian Training Institute provides ministerial training for men who can serve 
our churches in a bilingual capacity. This course is on the B. Th.—Bible College level. The 
course includes nine months of training each year for three years. 

The entrance requirements for regular Bible College students is Junior College training. 
In Alberta this means completion of high school and one year of training at the University 
of Alberta. However, young men who have been called by the Lord and who are recommended 
by their churches to train as ministers can enroll in the Bible College program without meeting 
the above entrance requirement if they are able to do the required level of work. This will be 
recognized by other seminaries. Students who have not taken university training before 
coming to the C.T.I. will get a certificate upon completion of the course. Students who complete 
the course will be recommended as ministers and may be ordained and may become regular 
pastors of our churches.
